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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 56-89, 104-122 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
show the drainage holes being in fluid communication with a gutter located in an interior region 
behind the first and second panels, and included in the first and second perimeter framing 
members, the capillary break extends downwardly from the at least one of the first and second 
framing members, the circulating chamber is positioned between the drainage holes and capillary 
break, the lower surface of the chamber is contoured to permit terrestrial fluids collected in the 
chamber to flow through the gap along the lower surface for discharge into the exterior 
environment, the holes being located above the free end of the break in combination with other 
claimed limitations.
